Mr. Klaboe announced that the meeting was being recorded 
in accordance with the Department of Transportation's Administra- 
tive Order No. 52. 


Mr. Klaboe explained that the purpose of the meeting was 
to consider an agreement, which is now ready to sign, with Union 
Pacific Railrosd Company providing for the acquisition of easements 
for construction of the Banfield Transitway Project in Portland. 
The agreenent provides a system, using appraisals, for the payment 
of the ezsements to be acquired from the Railroad for light rail 
and highway improvements extending from the westerly end of the 
Banfield Freeway, easterly to the East Portland Freeway (1-205) 
near the intersection of N.E. 102nd Avenue and N.E. Halsey Street. 
He said the agreement provides that each party select an appraiser 
to determine the value of the easements. He explained that if both 
parties agree, the settlement will then be made; however, if an 
xgreement cannot be reached, 2 condemnation procedure will result. 


This agreement also provides a method of compensating 
the Railroad for moving the planned construction of an additional 
set of tracks from the south to the nort'. side of its present 
trecks. Mr. Klaboe explained that the State will agree to restore 


the Railroad to its full functional capacity by paying the difference 
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of the costs between a second mainline where it is presently 
contemplated by the Railroad to be built, on the south side of the 
present mainline, to a location on the north side of the present 
mainline. The amount of compensation for the severance damages 
will be the difference in costs between the north side and the 
south side. The agreement will require additional engineering 
studies to determine the difference in value which will be done 
by the Railroad and paid for by the State. 


There was discussion concerning the building of a second 
track and Mr. Klaboe saic che agreement is designed to pay the 
Railroad based on today's market, regardless of when they build. 


In response to the Vice Chairman's inquiry, Mr. Klaboe 
said the Federal Highway Administration agrees with this procedure. 


Mr. Klaboe said he and the staff recommend that the 
agreement be approved as presented. Chairman Yturri polled the 


Commission and they were in unanimous agreement to proceed by 
approving the agreement.

Mr. Talbot started the meeting by explaining a petition 
had been received on October 24, 1980, from the Oregon Manufactured 
Housing Dealer's Association to amend the existing administrative 
rule on the placement of mobile homes within the designated scenic 
waterways. He said Mr. Don Minor of the Association who initiated 
the petition was present. 


Mr. Talbot said the present rule allows mobile homes to be 
located only if they are completely concealed from view from the 
water by topography. The proposal would allow large mobile homes 
(at least 24 feet wide) to be placed using the same conditions which 
apply to traditional residential structures (painting in natural, 
muted tones, no roofs or large areas finished in bright or reflec- 
tivecolors). He said under the present rule, variances have been 
allowed where the mobile home has not substantially impaired the 
scenic quality of the waterway. This proposed amendment seeks 
recognition of the fact that some mobile homes resemble traditional 
residential structures in appearance. 


Under the Administrative Procedures Act, he continued, the 
Commission may either deny the petition to change the rule or direct 
that rulemaking procedures for change be initiated. 


Mr. Talbot said the River Programs Section of the Parks 
and Recreation Division recommends that the Commission direct the 
Division to initiate rulemaking proceedings under the Administrative 
Procedures Act in order to seek public input pertinent to the 
advisability of a less restrictive approach to the placement of 
certain mobile homes within scenic waterways. 
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After a brief discussion, the Commission unanimously 
voted to accept the recommendation as presented.

The Commission confirmed Monday, December 22, 1980, for 
their next meeting in Salem, and tentatively set additional 
meetings for Tuesday, January 20, and Tuesday, February 7 LIB. 
in Salem. 


Mr. Klaboe presented an AASHTO President's Award plaque 
to Dave Williams, Oregon's Rail Plan Coordinator, for his contribu- 
tion in the area of rail transportation. Chairman Yturri added 
his thanks and congratulations to Mr. Williams. 


Mr. Klaboe requested authority to appear before the 
Emergency Board to request the transfer of two Fiscal Coordinator 
positions from Central Services to the Highway Division and Motor 
Vehicles Division. The Commission unanimously approved the request 
as follows: 


1) Authorized the transfer of one Fiscal Coordinator 3 
position to the Highway Division and one Fiscal 
Coordinator 2 position to the Motor Vehicles 
Division, effective February 1, 1981. 


2) Authorized adjustment of expenditure limitations 
as follows: 


a. Central Services - decrease the Other Funds 
limitation by $31,428, as established under 
Section 2, Chapter 371, Oregon Laws, 1979. 


b. Highway Division - increase the Other Funds 
expenditure limitation by $16,866, as established 
by Section 1, Chapter 464, Oregon Laws, 1979. 


c. Motor Vehicles Division - increase the Other 


Funds limitation by $14,562, as established by 
Section 1, Chapter 419, Oregon Laws, 1979. 
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Commissioner Hollern inquired of Mr. Ritchey about the 
closure of the VOR installation at the Redmond Airport. Mr. Ritchey 
said the new installation will be completed possibly by the middle 
of January. It is hoped that by relocating the VOR on the airport 
it will be much more accurate. Commissioner Hollern urged his 
support in getting this installed as quickly as possible. 


Mr. Moore introduced Ed Immel who is now in charge of 
the Willanette Valley Rail Project replacing Jack Graham. Mr. Immel 
requested authority to extend the agreement with Petzold & Associates 
and increase it in the amount of $65,000 for advertising the 
Willamette Valley Rail Project. He recalled that the Emergency 
Board on October 17, 1980, approved a transfer of $75,000 in 
Willamette Valley Rail Funds from capital and operating line items 
to the advertising budget line item. He said this $75,000 is to 
be used for further promotion of the Willamette Valley Express 
trains which are to operate through June 1981. He explained that 
$10,000 will be used for in-station information, intermodal schedules 
and other small advertising and promotion items that may arise 
during the remainder of the project. He said new schedule changes 
will be effective on December 7. The Commission unanimously approved 
the request. 


Commissioner Brix inquired about the ridership in the last 
30 days. r. Immel said it is down about 25 - 30% since the fare 
increases. He said they are working with Amtrak for a readjustment 
of the fares. 


Mr. Coulter asked Joe Christian to bring the Commission 
up to date on the Highway Division's Financial Management System 
Study. 


Mr. Christian recalled that the Commission in September 
had authorized the Department to receive proposals for this study. 
He said seven proposals were received and he is recommending the

Mr. Rulien reported on the Highway Division's financial 
status. He hand2d to the Commission a four-page written report, 
which included a chart, on the gasoline tax revenue projections. 
(Copies on file in the Commission's files, Salem.) He pointed out 
the great difficulty in any projection; however, it appears quite 
definite that the gas tax revenue will continue its downward trend. 


Mr. Loyd Henion explained some of the details of fore- 
casting techniques. He pointed out that some States have a variable 
tax. It was mentioned that Oregon has one of the lowest rates of 
gas tax in the United States. 


Mr. Coulter said with the effects of the revenue reductions 
this would mean adjustments in the Six Year Program. He handed each 
Commissioner a copy of the Six Year Program and explained the status 
of various projects. The updated Program was color coded as to its 
contract schedule date. (Copy of Program on file in the Commission's 
files, Salem.) He also mentioned two scenarios on the construction 
and maintenance programs assuming that the revenue reduction would 
continue. Number one would take all the cuts caused by diminished 
revenue from the construction program. Number two would take all 
the cuts from the maintenance program. An obvious third scenario 
would be a combination of taking some of the cut from maintenance 
and some of the cut from construction. The Commission expressed a 
desire to discuss this further at a following meeting upon receiving 
from Mr. Coulter a written report on the impacts of the cutbacks in 
the construction and maintenance programs. 


Mr. J. B. Boyd, Right of Way Manager, requested the 
Commission's approval of two supplemental agreements pertaining to 
the Justice Center in Portland. He explained the two agreements 
are supplements to the original Downtown Detention Center Project 
Management Agreements with the City of Portland and Multnomah 
County. He said these supplements provide, among other things, 
the guaranteed maximum price that was to be provided under the 
terms of the original agreements. The Commission unanimous ly 
approved the supplemental agreement with the City of Portland and 
the supplemental agreement with Multnomah County. 


Mr. Klaboe complimented Mr. Boyd and he thanked Vice 
Chairman Walsh for the many hours spent with the City and the 
County on this Justice Center Project. He said it was a difficult 
task to properly and fairly balance the interests of each party 
involved. The Chairman concurred with Mr. Klaboe's statement and 
he thanked Mr. Klaboe for his part in this project particularly 
in the final stages. 


Mr. Coulter told the Commission that a volunteer group 
of horsemen had constructed a rest facility for horses at the 
Santiam Rest Area along I-5 in Marion County. The rest and exercise 
area is designed to accommodate horses being hauled in trailers 
behind automobiles. He said no tax dollars were used in the 
development. 
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Mr. Talbot asked the Commission's approval of a restrictive 
William R. Webster and Thomas Luckey covering property 
at Agness within the Rogue River Scenic Waterway in Curry County. 

He explained that the construction of a single-family dwelling is 
situated behind a heavy stand of trees and when completed only the 
outline of the structure will be visible from the river if the 
existing vegetation is permanently maintained. In order to pre 
vent the removal of any vegetation, the staff approved the proposal 
subject to certain stipulations. He said one of the stipulations 
is the restrictive covenant on the land which controls removal of 
vegetation. The Commission unanimously approved the restrictive 
covenant.

FAVORING THE DES IGNAT ION 


Dan Cailaghan of Salem presented copies of his written 
statement to the Commission. (Copy of letter from John Daniel 
Callaghan, Steamboaters, dated November 25, 1980, on file in the 
Commission's files, Salem.) He urged the Commission to continue 
the administrative process and hold a public hearing in Roseburg. 

He felt the designation would not have any substantial effect on 
private development interests and that the economic benefits from 
tourism with designation would far outweigh the financial loss to 

the timber industry. He presented to the Commission a petition 
signed by approximately 600 in support of the designation. (Petition 
on file in the Commission's files, Salem.) He said this designation 
would give needed coordination and protection at the same time. 


Jim Van Loan said he and his wife owned and operated the 
Steamboat Inn on the North Umpqua River. He said this designation 
is in the best interests of the State of Oregon. He felt jobs and 
timber were not an issue but dams and four-lane highways were an 
issue. He concurred with the Scenic Waterways Advisory Committee's 
recommendation. Commissioner Coleman asked Mr. Van Loan if this 
river could provide power. Mr. Van Loan replied in the affirmative 
and said the Corps of Engineers has designated seven dam sites on 
the river. 


Bob Williams, Idleyld Park, stated he favored the designation 
and asked for a..hearing in Roseburg. He also responded to some of 
the objections voiced by the opposition. The Chairman asked 
Mr. Williams if there had been any deterioration of the river since 
1972. He replied no except for additional improvements due to the 
highway. There was discussion concerning the bill in Congress to 
designate the river as a scenic river. Mr. Williams was of the 
opinion ke would rather have this designation at the State level 
than at the Federal level. 


Fred Boyle from Bend said he has seen what has happened 
to rivers in other States. He was concerned about the fishing 
aspect of the river. He could see no loss to the economy of the 
County by this designation and he urged continuation of the process 
for designation. 


Yvonne Knouse of Roseburg felt that the river should be 
determined obiectively as a scenic waterway on the values as a 
free-flowing river. She also felt the river qualifies for this 
designation. 
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Joyce Morgan, Southern Oregon Resource Alliance, Roseburg, 
said this designation is unnecessary and is in conflict with their 
goals. She felt it would be anotuer layer of bureaucratic control. 
She said the high level of coordination between the BLM, Forest 
Service, Fish and Wildlife and the County has and will continue to 
protect the river values. She urged that the Commission reject 
this proposal. 


William R. Rouse, Roseburg, felt this would be another 
layer of government and that the BLM and Forest Service now protect 
the river. If this is designated, he felt it would take more 
personnel to implement the program in the years to follow than 
allowed for by the State. 


Dennis Hayward, Northwest Timber Association, Roseburg, 
is concerned what effect this may have on the timber supply. He 
felt that the classification of the river will quickly become a 
major reason to justify severely limiting or totally prohibiting 
timber management in any of the drainages flowing to the North 
Umpqua. He said the river is already protected; it would be another 
layer of unneeded government; and it would be a foothold for those 
whose goals are to reduce or stop timber management beyond the 
river corridor. He urged the Commission to cease any further 
consideration of this proposal. 


Forest Kennedy from Glide opposed the designation. He 
discussed the dams; he was in favor of widening the highway due to 
the logging trucks use of the highway; and he questioned the Parks 
Division's ability to manage this river with their current revenue 
situation. 


Harry J. Collins, Idleyld Park, said anything he would 
say would be repetitious but he was against the designation. 


Charles Adams, Manager of the Roseburg Chamber of Commerce, 
said a letter had been sent to the Commission opposing this designa- 
tion. He referred to the tourism and timber industry, dams, and 
Federal legislation concerning this river. He said that it is not 
only this one designation that they are opposing, but the overall 
land set aside that is occurring in the State that will bring an 
economic effect on Oregon. 
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After all interested persons had been heard, Chairman 
Yturri outlined three courses of action to the Commission: 


1) Take the matter under advisement and do 
nothing further. 


2) Take it under advisement and continue with 
the hearing process. 


3) Reject the recommendation of the Scenic 
Waterways Advisory Committee and instruct 
staff to stop all work on the project. 


Commissioner Hollern moved that the Commission instruct 
the staff to conduct the hearing. Voting for the motion was 
Commissioner Hollern. Voting against the motion were Chairman 
Yturri, Vice Chairman Walsh, and Commissioners Brix and Coleman. 
The motion was defeated. 


Commissioner Brix said that the testimony presented to 
the Commission shows that there are several governmental agencies 
protecting the area and he felt this would be another layer of 
government activity coordinating other government activities which 
appears to be fairly effective at the present time. 


Commissioner Brix moved that the Advisory Committee's 


recommendation be opposed and the staff be instructed to cease work 
on the project and to let the Commission know if there is something 
that develops in the future that needs reconsidering. Chairman 
Yturri, Vice Chairman Walsh, Commissioners Brix and Coleman voted 
in favor of the motion and Commissioner Hollern opposed the motion. 


The motion carried by a four to one vote to reject the 
Scenic Waterways Advisory Committee's recommendation to continue 
the designation process. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 12:59 p.m.

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REPORT OF CASES FILED BY AND AGAINST THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 


L-7913 Robert J. Donnelly, by Maria Donnelly, Guardian ad litem v. 
State of Oregon and Maria i. Bravo: This case involves an acci- 
dent that happened on January 26, 1980 on Interstate 5 approximately 
4.6 miles north of Cottage Grove in Lane County. The defendant 
Bravo was attempting to avoid an already disabled vehicle on the 
travel portion of the highway and lost control on the icy pavement, 
struck a guardrail and caused injuries to the plaintiff who was a 
passenger in the vehicle. The allegations of negligence against 
the State relate to sanding the highway and failing to place flares 
on the roadway or to otherwise warn of the previous accident. The 
plaintiff is seeking $75,000 in general damages and an undetermined 
amount of special damages which would include medical fees and loss 
of wages. The matter has been referred to the Attorney General's 
office for the defense of the State. 


L-7914 Janice Barker v. Oregon State Transportation Commission: This 
case arises out of an accident that occurred on August 27, 1979 about 
24; miles south of Winchester Bay, Oregon, in Douglas County on the 
Oregon Coast Highway. The plaintiff alleges that the State failed to 
place proper signing prior to a work area and also failed to have a 
flagman in the proper position to flag traffic. The plaintiff is 
seeking $18,826 in damages for personal injury and property damages 
to the vehicle owned by plaintiff. The matter has been referred to 
the Attorney General's office for the defense of the State. 


L-7916 Tony M. Lasich v. State of Oregon, by and through Department 
of Transportation: This case arises out of an accident that occurred 
on April 17, 12/9, in which the plaintiff alleges that his vehicle 
struck a pot hole on Highway 30 near the Nicolai cut-off road, in 
Columbia County. The plaintiff alleges the State was negiigent in 
failing to properly maintain the highway or warn the public of the 
hazard. Plaintiff is seeking $8,335 in damages to his vehicle and 
the cost of an alternate means of transportation. The matter has 
been referred to the Attorney General's office for the defense of the 
State. 


L-7917 Paul S. Lowthian v. David Moomaw in his capacity as Administra- 
tor of the Motor Vehicles Division, State of Oregon Deparmtnet of 

Transportation: This action was brought to require the Motor Vehicles 
Division to transfer title to a vehicle which MVD determined could not 
be transferred as requested.

et al: This case arises out of an accident that occurred on March 74 


1980, in Silverton, Oregon, where North First Street is crossed by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad tracks, in Marion County. It is near the 
intersection of North First Street and Jefferson Street in Silverton. 
The plaintiff alleges that there was a pot hole in the northbound lane 
of North First Street and that the vehicle in which the plaintiff 
Veronica Staiger was riding struck the pot hole causing the driver to 
lose control and swerved into the oncoming traffic and collided with 

a vehicle operated by Simon Burkhoff. The alleged negligence against 
the State is the failure to maintain the pot hole or the failure to 
erect barriers to warn the traveling public of the existence of the 
pot hole. Plaintiff is seeking $265,000 damages. The matter has been 
referred to the Attorney General for the defense of the State.

L-7920 Joseph Charles Huber Jr. v. Ronald Dean Haas et al: This 
case involved an accident that occured on August 19, 1979 near

This Resolution shall be entered in the minutes and 
records of the Commission on this 27th day of January, 
1981 as Miscellaneous Resolution No. 267. 


Mr. Klaboe commented briefly on the legislative session and said 
that the Transportation budget may come under consideration as early as 
next week. He said an orientation session had been held with the House 
Transportation Committee. The Subcommittee of the Joint Ways and Means 
Committee, who will consider the Transportation budget, has been appointed. 
They are Ed Lindquist, Denny Jones, Debbs Potts, and Frank Roberts. He 
said he would keep the Commission informed of significant issues as they 


arise. 


The Commission set the next meeting for Thursday, February 19, 
1981, in Salem and tentatively set the following meeting for Tuesday, 


March 24, 1981. 


Mr. Burket asked for adoption of Permanent Administrative Rule 
Number 20-050 which relates to commercial activity on State-owned airports. 
He recalled that a temporary rule had been adopted in June 1980 due to a 
specific case that arose at that tims. He explained that the public hearing 
had been completed in November and the results incorporated in the penmanene. 
rule, The Commission unanimously adopted "Aeronautics Rule No. 4A" on file 


in the Commission's files. 
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Mr. Moore called on Ed Immel, Project Coordinator of the 
Willamette Valley Express, to give a status report. Mr. Immel reported 
that there are three important elements in attracting people to use the 
train. They are equipment, schedules and fares. He said some adjust- 
ments have been made on the schedules and a redeemable coupon plan has 
been developed. He said Amtrak will sponsor a coupon sale beginning in 
February through April for round-trip rides on the Willamette Valley 
trains and the Coast Starlight between Portland and Eugene. He commented 
this is expected to boost declining ridership by 20 percent. He said the 
Principal overall problem is the high cost to the rider. The train now 
averages about 160 per day and must reach 345 passengers per day to meet 
the predetermined acceptable level. He commented that the freight inter- 
ference study is underway and some results will be available by April. 


Mr. Moomaw said in October 1980 the Commission approved funding 
in the 1981-83 budget for development and installation of a new Drivers 
License Issuance System contingent upon a favorable cost benefit analysis. 
He said the Division proposes to install a distributed data processing 
system in division offices to support driver licensing, vehicle registra- 
tion, and financial control applications. He said the Division has just 
completed the cost benefit analysis and he called on Tony DeLorenzo to 
review the benefits. 


Mr. DeLorenzo said the results of the study are favorable to 
the proposed system and it will enable the Division to do a better job 
at less cost. He said there will be an estimated $1,000,000 saved in 
the 10 year life of the system. In addition to the financial benefits, 
he continued, there will be better and faster service to the public and 
more effective administration of the driver licersing and registration 
programs. The Commission asked several questions about the system and 
the process. 


Mr. Moomaw requested permission to proceed with the project 
and include in his 1981-83 budget $958,278 to allow development of this 
system, The Commission voted unanimously to proceed with the project, 


Mr. Coulter called on Dwayne Hofstetter to report on the bicycle 
trail and footpath program. He said this report is in response to some 
questions raised by the Commissiun last October. 


Mr. Hofstetter began by mentioning that a written report had 
been sent to the Commission on January 16, 1981, concerning this pro- 
gram. (Copy of report entitled Footpaths and Biketrails Usage and 
Cost Study dated December 1980 on file in Commission's files, Salem). 

He said a Task Force was formed to evaluate the program and this report 

was compiled. He summarized the findings, conclusions and recommendations. 
(Mr. Hofstetter's written report to Commission on file in Commission's 
files, Salem). He said more than 3.7 million miles of bicycle travel 

were logged during 1980 on 226 miles of bikepaths. From the inception of 
the program in September 1971 through June 1980 a total of $9,500,000 in 
State Highway Funds were spent for the program with a $4,200,000 in 
Federal matching funds. The report showed usage was increasing.

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He said a traditional cost benefit analysis could not be done. The 

Task Force recommends that a Statewide master plan for the construction of 
bicycle trails should be developed by the Bicycle Advisory Committee. 

The Plan should include priorities for projects and include recommenda- 
tions for any necessary changes in State statutes and for funding 
including the sources. 


Commissioner Coleman pointed out that he lives in Eugene, 
which is the bicycle capital of Oregon, and he is pleased with the 
increased safety to the cyclist, as well as the automobile driver, 
brought about by the program. 


Chairman Yturri complimented Mr. Hofstetter on his presenta- 
tion and said the report, which was mailed to them, was very good. 


Mr. Coulter requested permission to add 27 structures to 
the Six Year Highway Improvement Program. He said the structures are 
local government hridge replacement projects proposed for funding with 
HBR funds. The Commission unanimously approved the following projects 
for funding and authorized the State Highway Engineer to sign the 
necessary agreements: e

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Mr. Bothman told the Commission about the ramp metering pro- 
gram newly installed in Portland on 6 miles of I-5 from the Broadway 
Bridge up to the Columbia River Bridge, including meters on nine of the 
northbound ramps on that section and seven on the southbound ramps. it 
operates in the morning and evening peak hours. He said that section of 
freeway carries in excess of 100,000 vehicles every weekday. The ramp 
metering has been very carefully monitored and studied since it began 
and the results to date are very good. He said the objective of this 
project was to operate that section of freeway smoothly and at its 
maximum capacity. He introduced Vicky Rocker who showed a short film 
clip of the ramp metering project. 


Mr. Bothman said because the ramp metering allows more 
efficient use of the freeway by controlling the vehicle entry, travel 
times have been reduced because of the high level of speed maintained. 
There are significant savings in both time and gasoline. Vehicle 
accidents have been reduced, There are some problems remaining which 
have solutions. He said truckers do not like to come to a full stop 
on a grade because of the slowness in getting up to speed, At one 
point near Delta Park travel speed was increased from 12 to 44 miles 
per hour. At another point travel time was reduced from 22 minutes 
to 9 minutes. Enforggment has been no problem and violations have 
not been heavy. The total cost of the project was $720,000. He 
gave to the Commission a packet of material about the ramp metering 
project, which included clippings from newspapers. (Copy of packet 
on file in Commission's files, Salem. ) 


Mr. Coulter explained the disaster which occurred on Highway 
35 (Mt. Hood Highway) near Hvod River in Hood River County. Major 
flooding occurred along the East Fork of Hood River on December 24 
and 25, 1980. The flood was climaxed by an unusual cresting of 
flood waters which destroyed much of the highway and killed one person, 
The cost of immediate repair is about $500,000 and the total rebuilding 
cost is estimated at $12 million. The Federal Highway Administration 
have assured the Department that the costs to repair the damage are 
eligible for Federal Funding; however, that source of funds is committed 
for this fiscal year. He said about half of the replacement cost will 
come this year and the balance sumetime iater. He mentioned there have 
been some suggestions to relocate the highway outside the canyon because 
of the past experiences. He gave to the Commission a written report 
with photographs. (Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem. ) 


Mr. Coulter handed to the Commission the Third Revision 
(January 1981) of the State Highway System Preservation Study, which had 
just been completed. (Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 


Ellen Schneider and Roger Gertenrich, both members of the 
Salem City Council, addressed the Commission on the subject of a one- 
month scramble phase test at the intersection of Center Street (Willamina- 
Salem Highway) and High Street in Salem. This request would revise the 
existing traffic signal from two-phase to three-phase operation in order 
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to produce an exclusive pedestrian phase. The pedestrian scramble phase 
stops all traffic from entering the intersection and allows pedestrian 
movement in any direction (including diagonally) across the intersection. 


Councilwoman Schneider said this request had been presented 
previously and the City was turned down because of the high vehicular 
traffic. 


Bruce Schafer, City Traffic Engineer, provided additional 
statistical information and showed slides of the intersection. He 
said the cost of the test was estimated by the City at $2,000 in which 
the City would pay the entire cost of the test. In response to questions 
from Chairman Yturri, Mr. Schafer said the scramble phase test would be 
monitored with a before-and-after report. 


Mr. L. E. George, Traffic Engineer for the Highway Division, 
said the proposed signal revision would cause traffic congestion that 
involves the Center and Marion Street Bridges and various other city 
streets. He said if the Commission wishes to permit a trial installa- 
tion it is the staff's recommendation that it be done at a location where 
it will not affect bridge traffic. The staff suggested an alternate 
location at Liberty Street (ORE 99E) and Chemeketa Street where the 
impact on bridge traffic will be minimal and where large pedestrian 
volumes exist. He said the State has estimated the cost at $17,000. 
(Mr. George's written presentation on file in Commission's files, 
Salem. ) 


Councilwoman Schneider said the City would agree to stopping 
the test immediately if there is undue delay to traffic. In view of 
that, Mr. Klaboe said the staff will change their recommendation subject 


to the City agreeing to terminate the test if large traffic back-ups 
occur. The Commission unanimously agreed to the test with the condition 
that if it causes undue delay to traffic, it will be terminated before 
the 30-day period and the City is to provide the funding for the test. 


At 11:55 asm. the Chairman declared a five-minute recess. The 
meeting reconvened at 12 noon. 


Gene Magee, Executive Director of the Oregon Coast Association, 
was present concerning proposed legislation (Senate Bill 101) to form a 
Department of Tourism, He said their Association feels that the greatest 
single need of the travel industry is greater recognition by the Legislature 
and the taxpayers. He asked for a study to be made by the Commission or 
through the Travel Advisory Committee to determine the advisability of 
passage of the Bill. 


Chairman Yturri outlined the reasons why the Commission would 
not endorse this proposed legislation of a Department of Tourism as follows: 


1) The creation of a new Department would not be cost effective 
in light of present economic conditions. 
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The present program is working well and tourism is far 


more compatible with the Department of Transportation than 
it is the Racing Commission or the State Fair. 


A new Department would be expensive to establish. 


Forming a new Department doesn't guarantee more clout 
or increased funding. 


The tourism program has not been neglected. In the 1979 

session, the advertising budget was doubled from $400 , 000 

to $800,000 a biennum and three new positions were authorized, 

6) The Governor is opposed to the creation of an additional 
Department, 


Vice Chairman Walsh added that he agreed with everything the 
Chairman said and that tourism is one of the most valuable industries 
and the cheapest kind of export we have because we're exporting scenery. 
Realistically, however, he felt that not much increase will be coming 
from the General Fund, but that more should come from the industry. He 
did not feel a new structure or new department would be the best answer. 
He felt what is needed is more advertising dollars and not more staff. 


Commissioner Coleman concurred with the Vice Chairman's and 
Chairman's comments. 


The Chairman in conclusion said that the Commission would do 
whatever it can to benefit tourism and the travel industry within the 
constraints that exist. 


Mr. Magee responded by saying he appreciated their comments and 
that he now understands the problem better. 


The meeting was adjourned at 12:15 p-em. (The Commission had an 
informal luncheon meeting in Room 135 with the Lane Transit District to 
ciscuss transit projects funded through the Department of Transportation, )

WHAT THIS RULE DOES: 

This rule implements at state parks reserving campsites for individuals 
or clubs, 4 $2.00 nonrefundable fee and an increase 1n the advance deposit 
from $4.00 to $5.00 for each reservation made. 


STATUTORY AUTHORITY AND PROCEDURE: 

ORS 390.160 authorizes the Oregon Department of Transportation to adopt 
rules for the use and administration of state parks. ORS 184.619 grants the 
Oregon Transportation Comm1ss10n authority to adopt rules it considers 
necessary t f the Department. By administrative 
rule, the Commission has e Parks Administrator author ity 
to adopt emergency rules to protec facilities, resources and 
the environment.

The matter has been referred to the 
Attorney General's office for the defense of the State. 


L-7929 Charles R. Cox et al v. State of Ore on, by and 
through its Department of Transportation, Hi hway Division: 
This is an inverse condemnation case in which the plaintiff 
alleges that the Highway Division constructed a portion of 
State Highway Number 395 in Burns, Oregon on the plaintiff's 
property without payment to the plaintiff for the property. 
The plaintiff also contends that the State destroyed and 
impaired his access to his property and destroyed a large 
Share of their parking space. The plaintiff's are asking 
for the fair cash market value of the property and damages 
to the remainder and attorney fees.

The Commission confirmed Wednesday, March 25, 1981, for 
their next meeting and tentatively set Monday, April 20, 1981, for 
their following meeting in Salem. 


Erik East said that Mr. Moore had asked him to give a re- 
port on the bus loaner program. He explained the Commission approved 
this program in 1977 and the Division purchased two buses for lease 
to small city transit systems. He said the loaner buses were utilized 
tntil the local operator was able to receive its own equipment via 
the normal Federal grant channels. The purpose of the program was 
to overcome some of the delays being experienced in Federal grant 
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reviews, purchasing and production of buses. He recalled that the 
Commission awarded the lease of the two buses to the City of Rose- 
burg and the vehicles have remained in Roseburg until last month 
when they received three new transit buses. He said it is now time 
for the Division to accept applications for the possible use of 
these buses in other communities. He commented that although the 
vehicles are near the end of their useful life, there are several 
communities interested in obtaining them. He said he was before 
the Commission today to ask them to review the standards and cri- 
teria for this discretionary program. He said the criteria is de- 
signed to objectively measure and rank applications according to 
community needs. In addition, all applications must meet minimum 
program requirements set forth in the program guidelines. He asked 
the Commission to take these requirements and criteria (copy on 
file in Commissioner's files, Salem) under advisement and he would 
return at the next meeting for final approval of this criteria and 
award the vehicles. After further discussion, the Commission con- 
curred in this procedure. 


Mr. Talbot asked approval of the appointment of Fred Hill 
to the State Parks & Recreation Advisory Committee replacing Tom 
Young of Baker, who resigned to accept appointment to the Oregon 
Court of Appeals. Mr. Hill had been a Highway Commissioner from 
1967 to 1973. He said the Parks Advisory Committee recommend this 
appointment and the Governor concurs. he Commission unanimously 


approved Mr. Hill's appointment. 


Mr. Talbot explained that pursuant to a law adopted by 
the 1977 Legislature there are a number of administrative rules in 
process that he can adopt as Parks Administrator. He said two are 
now ready for formal adoption and he asked if the Commission had 
any questions or concerns for the following rules: 


1) Standards for distribution of Federal Historic 
Preservation Grant Funds. (State Parks Rule 
No. 45) 


Matching fund grants to coastal cities and counties 
providing lifesaving services on the ocean shore. 
(State Parks Rule No. 44) 


The Commission concurred in his adopting the above two 
rules. (Both rules were adopted by Mr. Talbot following the 
Commission meeting on February 19, 1981; fuled with the Secretary 
of State on February 25, 1981; and published in the Administrative 
Rule Bulletin on March 15, 1981. ) 


Vice Chairman Walsh inquired about the Silver Falls Confer- 
ence Center in Marion County. Mr. Talbot replied that the hearings 
have not been scheduled. 
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Mr. Ritchey requested the Commission to grant authori- 
zation to the Aeronautics Administrator to hold a public hearing 
in Lebanon concerning the Lebanon State Airport, Linn County. He 
said there are problems regarding land use and zoning, particularly 
at the south end of the airport where a developer wants to develop 
a residential area within the noise impact boundary, He commented 
that if the Division cannot get the land use problems resolved that 
they would like authority to hold a public hearing and try to develop 
a public record on the use and support of the airport in the com- 
munity. Mr. Klaboe pointed out that if this continues it may be 
necessary under the Federal Aviation Administration regulations 
and rules for the State to give up the airport. In response to 
the Chairman's question, Mr. Ritchey said the use of the land now 
is agricultural and the developer wants to change it to residential. 
After further discussion, the Commission unanimously granted authority 
to the Administrator of Aeronautics to hold the hearing. 


Mr. Coulter discussed the adoption of an administrative 
rule which updates and revises the requirements for the installation 
and operation of utilities and other facilities on highway rights of 
way. The rule delineates the permit requirements that govern the 
location, construction, maintenance, and use of pipe lines, buried 
cables, other facilities, and miscellaneous operations on rights of 
way. He said a public hearing had been held on December 17, 1980. 
He mentioned that testimony in opposition to some of the proposed 
provisions was presented by several major utility companies. The 
proposed rule has been revised in consideration of these objections. 
Mr. Sollis mentioned several corrections to the rule and he recom- 
mended adoption. The Commission unanimously adopted the permanent 
administrative rule. ("Permit Administrative Rule No. 46" is on 
file in the Commission's files, Salem. This rule rescinds a portion 
of "Permit Resolution No. 25E" dated May 29, 1968. The rule was 
filed with the Secretary of State on February 25, 1981, and will 
be effective that date. It will be published in the Secretary of 
State's Administrative Rule Bulletin on March 15, 1981.) 


Upon Mr. Coulter's recommendation, the Commission unani- 
mously adopted the Blue Book Equipment Rental Rates and the Blue 
Book Older Equipment Rental Rates published by the Equipment Guide- 
book Company, as modified by the Supplemental Standard Specifications, 
as a basis for rental rates of equipment used on force account work. 
The use of the Oregon State Highway Division booklet, "Rental Rates 
for Equipment, without Operators, Used on Force Account Work" will 
be discontinued effective April 1, 1981. The change has the approval 
of the Federal Highway Administration, Associated General Contractors, 
League of Oregon Cities and the Association of Oregon Counties. 


Mr. Coulter discussed with the Commission the revising 
of the overweight permit rule concerning truck axle weight as it 
relates to some bridges. He asked for the Commission's authority 
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for him as State Highway Engineer to adopt a temporary rule to imple- 
ment these revisions to the rule and then come back to the Commission 
for adoption of the permanent rule. He said overall an attempt is 
being made to set a standard or minimum for 15 Western States. In 
Some cases axle weight is used, in other cases total vehicle weight. 
He briefly discussed the number of ways in which bridges could be 
protected when handling heavy loads. The Commission granted him 

the authority to adopt the temporary rule. 


Biil Penhollow of the Association of Oregon Counties 
appeared on behalf of Josephine, Jackson, Curry, Klamath, and Lake 
Counties in Oregon; Del Norte County in California; and Humbolt 
County in Nevada, and presented to the Commission the following 
resolution concerning State Highway 140 (Winnemucca To The Sea): 


WHEREAS, the Oregon Department of Transpor- 
tation has recently repaired State Route 140 
eastward from Adel, Lake County, to the 
Nevada state line, an improvement that was 
very much needed. 


NOW THEREFORE, the undersigned Boards of 
County Commissioners of the undersigned 
counties hereby express our thanks to 

the Commission for having made these 
repairs during a period of tight budgeting. 


(Original resolution on file in Commission's files, Salem.) The 
Chairman thanked him for the resolution and stated the Commission 
is grateful for this expression of appreciation. 


Commissioner Hollern asked Mr. Klaboe for a report on the 
Legislature concerning revenue measures. Mr. Klaboe reported that 
hearings have been held for the past two weeks in Ways & Means on 
the budget and hearings are scheduled soon on the tax measures. 


Commissioner Hollern also asked how President Reagan's 
proposals would affect the State of Oregon and particularly the 
Highway Division. Mr. Klaboe had just returned from Washington, 
D. C. and said the climate in Washington is one of cooperation, 
however there will be substantial cuts in most areas. Specific 
cuts will be made in highways, mass transit, AMTRAK, and some 
other programs. Substitution projects in Portland and Salem will 
be curtailed because they come from the General Fund. There is 
the possibility that additional money would flow to the Highway 
Trust Fund through an increase of 4¢ to 6¢ in the gasoline tax. 
Mr. Klaboe estimated that Portland will need $170 million next 
year for substitute projects. Because AMTRAK'S financial po- 
Sition is poor, a 50% fare increase is possible. The Banfield 
Transitway Project time of completion will be extended possibly 
two years. The National Administration is trying to discourage 
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subway projects which had been planned for several major cities. 
The Banfield Light Rail Project, however, is not classified as a 
subway. Mr. Klaboe said he was told there will not be an omnibus 
transportation bill this year. He said I-205 will probably be 
slowed down and about $70 million is required to finish it. 


Commissioner Hollern asked if the Department is geared to 
cope with a sudden change in Federal funding. Mr. Klaboe answered 
that items like the Willamette Valley Rail Project are beyond our 
control. However, preliminary engineering on jobs which will prob- 
ably not be built will be reanalyzed. 


The meeting was adjourned at 11:05 a.m. 


The Commission had lunch at the Loft Restaurant with the 
State Parks and Recreation Advisory Committee. 


The meeting with Representative Jane Cease, Chairperson, 
House Transportation Committee, concerning highway financing was 
canceled and will be rescheduled for a later date. 


The Commission held an informal meeting in Mr. Klaboe's 
office with George Henderson, Chairman of the Travel Advisory 
Committee. They discussed the Committee's position on Senate 
Bill 101 creating the Department of Tourism.

Added the following projects to the Six Year Highway 
Improvement Program and authorized State Highway 
Engineer to sign the necessary agreements:

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Slide repair project in Beaverton on the south- 
bound on-ramp to the Beaverton-Tigard Highway 
from the Beaverton-Hillsdale Highway. Estimated 
cost $145,000 to be financed from Federal Aid 
Primary Funds. 


Resurfacing project on the Sherman Highway (US97) 
between Shaniko and The Dalles-California High- 
way in Wasco County. Estimated cost $432,100 
with Federal Aid Primary Funds of $380,200 and 
State match of $51,900. 


Replacement of the C.0.1. Canal Bridge on Dodds 
Road in Deschutes County. Estimated cost 
$115,000. Local match is responsibility of 
Deschutes County. 


Replacement of Big Creek Bridge (Big Creek Drive) 
in Union County. Estimated cost $100,000. Local 
match is responsibility of Union County. 


Preliminary engineering phase of a traffic signal 
betterment project in the Eugene Urbanized Area.

Creek (Gillespie Corners) Bridges on Territorial 
Highway in Lane County in the amount of $18,889. 83 
(5.4 percent increase). 


Awarded two Public Transit Division owned buses to the 
City of Klamath Falls and authorized Administrator to 
enter into a one-year renewable lease agreement. The 
Division received three requests for the vehicles and 
selected Klamath Falls on the basis of the Division's 
criteria. At the February 19, 1981 Commission meeting, 


the criteria for this bus loan program was presented to 
the Commission. By approval of the award of the two 


buses to Klamath Falls, the criteria was approved by 
the Commission.

The Commission confirmed Monday, April 20, 1981, for the 
next meeting in Salem and tentatively set Tuesday, May 19, 1981, for 
the following meeting in Salem. 


Mr. Bell reported on the status of various legislative bills. 
Among them were: increases in aviation gas tax and jet fuel tax, the 
variable gas tax bill, an auto registration revenue bill, the tourism 
bill, a weighmaster bill, a bill dealing with reflectorized license 
plates, a repeal of the $2 surcharge on out-of-state overnight campers, 


a parks personnel citation power bill, creation of the Crabtree Valley 
State Park, and the in lieu payroll tax bill for benefit of mass transit 
and transportation districts. He handed to the Commission a written 
legislative report. (Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 
Chairman Yturri said that he would like to receive legislative progress 
reports on a regular basis, perhaps 10 days. Mr. Bell said he would 
provide the Commission with a weekly report. 


Mr. Bell then introduced Mr. George Henderson, Chairman of 
the Travel Advisory Committee. Mr. Henderson reported to the Commission 
on their March 13, 1981, meeting and said copies of the minutes are in 
front of the Commission today. (Copy of minutes on file in Commission's 
files, Salem.) He said the Committee had two significant matters to 
report to the Commission. He said the first was the necessity to re- 
vise the budget and the second was consideration of Senate Bill 101 
(creation of a Department of Travel and Cultural Industries). 


March 25, 1981 


Mr. Henderson said the matter concerning the budget involves 
the reduction of expenditures by $75,000 due to the fact that the Travel 
Information Section had been excluded from sharing in departmental ad- 
ministrative costs. It has now been determined that 4 proportional 
share of these costs should be borne by the Travel Information Section 
and the amount applicable is $75,000. The 1981-83 budget request did 
not contemplate this charge to the tourism program. 


Mr. Henderson reported that the Committee had voted to go on 
record that the $75,000 assessment services had been a continued benefit 
to the travel program and that unless that amount is added to the Travel 
Information Section's General Fund appropriation, the program will suffer 
a deficiency in order to pay the assessment. 


Concerning Senate Bill 101, he said of the 14 Committee 
votes, 7 favored the bill and 7 were against it. The Committee, there- 
fore, tcok no position. He pointed out the greater need for additional 
advertising dollars and particularly the $75,000 which had been cut. 


The Commission agreed to support reinstatement of this re- 
duction by requesting that $75,000 in General Funds be added to the 
Governor's Recommended Budget. 


Mr. Klaboe recalled that the -979 Legislature asked the 
Department to conduct a new Cost Respo sibility Study. He called 
on Loyd Henion, ODOT Economist, to explain the Study. (A written 
summary report had been mailed to the Commission. Copy on file in 
Commission's files, Salem.) 


Mr. Henion said this study collected data on vehicle size 
and weight, analyzed the data and attempted to determine which seg- 
ment of the user vehicle group should be responsible for certain degrees 
of maintenance cost. He said the study revealed that basic vehicles 
should contribute approximately 55% of road user revenue and heavy 
vehicles should contribute 452%. The recommendations of the study are: 


1) Heavy Vehicle tax schedules be adjusted to eliminate 
cross-subsidies. 


2) Subsidies to farm vehicles and publicly-owned vehicles, 
as a matter of public policy, should be reviewed by the 
Legislature. 


3) Any increases in road user taxes should be consistent 
with the findings of the 1980 Cost Responsibility Study. 


The Commission asked several questions — mostly in regard to comparisons 
with other States. The Commission asked for the total cost to trucks 

in other States. Mr. Henion pointed out the great difficulty in meaning- 
ful comparison due to different State laws and the different flow of 
transportation revenues in the other States. 


March 25, 1981 


The Oregon Coast Association appeared before the Commission 
with the following persons in attendance: Don Dillon, Tom Hedgepeth, 
Reedsport; Gene Magee, Newport; Eve Petersen, Seaside; and Sidney 
Tworoger, Don Jenkins, and Bruce Davis of Portland. 


Mr. Dillon proposed a new concept regarding Highway 101 
and requested that highway be designated as an alternative military 
highway to qualify for Federal Funds. The Association feels that 
this highway could qualify as the route is vital to the proper defense 
effort. He said they presented this plan to the Governor and also 
discussed Senate Bill 101 with him. 


Mr. Dillon also asked that a flashing light be installed 
near the Nehalem Bridge on Highway 101 where there have been a number 
of accidents instead of using the money for guardrails. He presented 
a letter from the Tillamook County Sheriff dated March 23, 1981, re- 
garding this bridge. (Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 

He also asked when the Nehalem River Bridge project would be corrected. 


Mr. Hedgepeth said he is appreciative of the Commission's 
consideration this morning concerning the $75,000 in the Travel budget. 


The Chairman thanked the delegation for their presentation 
and said Mr. Coulter will report back to them concerning the flashing 
light at the Nehalem Bridge and when the bridge is scheduled to be 
replaced. 


Mr. Klaboe requested that an agreement be entered into with 
Tri-Met to hire the services of Robert Duncan to represent Tri-Met, 
the State and various local governments in Washington, D.C. on trans~ 
portation issues. The agreement covers the period March 6 through 
November 30, 1981 at a cost of $25,000. Other agencies involved in 
this joint agreement, besides Tri-Met and the State, are the Metro- 
politan Service District and the City of Portland. Each agency is 
to share one-fourth of the cost. The Commission unanimously approved 
the agreement. 


Mr. Moore gave an informational report on the implementation 
of the Small City and Rural Area Transit Assistance Program for the 
1981-83 biennium. This program provides State and Federal Funds to 
small Oregon communities to operate their buses. A summary of goals, 
policies and criteria of this program was given to the Commission as 
well as a draft of the allocation of operating assistance funds. 
(Copy of this material on file in the Commission's files, Salem.) 

He said with the budget cutbacks that they are advising the small 
communities there will be less funds in the future than anticipated. 
He indicated it is their intent to review this proposal with its 
grantees, the League of Oregon Cities and the Association of Oregon 
Counties during the next month and would return to the Commission for 
approval with a proposal incorporating their ideas. 


- 4040 - March 25, 1981 


Mr. Burket asked for authority to hold a public hearing 
on the adoption of an administrative rule regulating the operation 
of seaplanes on the waters of the State of Oregon. After some dis- 
cussion, the Commission unanimously granted him authority to hold 
the public hearing. 


Upon Mr. Talbot's recommendation, the Commission reappointed 
the following two persons to the State Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Committee: 


L. W. Newbry Term will expire April 20, 1985 
A. W. Sweet Term will expire May 29, 1985 


The Governor has concurred in these reappointments. 


Mr. Talbot explained that pursuant to a law adopted by the 
1979 Legislature the following rules can be adopted by the Parks 
Administrator. He said they are ready for formal adoption and he 
asked if the Commission had any questions or concerns for the following 
rules: 


1) Federal Land and Water Conservation Fund Grants. 
(State Parks Rule No. 46) 


2) State Grant-in-Aid. (State Parks Rule No. 47) 


3) Statewide Comprehensive Recreation Planning. 
This rescinds State Parks Resolution No. 36 
dated November 25, 1974. (State Parks Rule 
No. 48) 


The Commission concurred in his adopting the above three rules. (Rules 
were adopted by Mr. Talbot following the Commission meeting on March 25, 
1981; filed with the Secretary of State on April 1, 1981; and published 
in the Administrative Rule Bulletin on April 15, 1981.) 


Mr. Talbot presented to the Commission an administrative 
rule to revise the park rules. He said the Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Committee recommended that the Division increase the rates 
about 10%. He reviewed the proposed changes with the Commission, 
such as the campground fee increases, reservation fee, selected day 
use entry fee, and the special use facilities. Public hearings were 
held on the rule on February 3, 4, 5 and 10, 1981. The Advisory 
Committee recommends approval of the rule. The Commission unanimously 
adopted the rule. (State Park Rule No. 43H is on file in the Com- 
mission's files, Salem. Rule was filed with the Secretary of State 
on April 6, 1981, and published in the Administrative Rule Bulletin 
on May 1, 1981.) 
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Mr. Talbot presented to the Commission the Oregon State 
Parks System Plan 1981-1987. It outlines a $150 million program 
over a 6-year period. The document contains the issues and goals, 
programs and objectives, and financing the systems plan. He said 
a hearing was held December 5, 1980, and no objections were received. 
He commented that the State Parks and Recreation Advisory Committee 
adopted the System Plan. The Commission unanimously adopted the Pian. 
(Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 


Mr. Coulter explained that the Minority Business Enterprise 
Program has been in use for some time as a temporary rule and it is 
now time to adopt it as a permanent rule. One of the major elements 
of the program contains the procedures for awarding contracts when 
MBE goals have been established. On March 12, 1981, a hearing was 
held on this rule. He explained that the Federal Government on 
March 12 issued a notice of proposed rule making that would allow 
the award procedure that the Division has set up for State Projects 
to be utilized on Federal-aid Projects. The Federal notice asks for 
responses by March 26 and it is the Department's presumption that a 
new Federal regulation will be issued shortly thereafter. Mr. Coulter 
recommended that the Commission adopt the Minority Business Enterprise 
Program as a permanent rule as it stands, with the exception that the 
contracting provision as written for State projects will be utilized 
for all projects containing MBE goals contracted after April 1, 1981. 
The Commission unanimously accepted Mr. Coulter's recommendation. 
(Administrative Rule No. 139A on file in Commission's files, Salem. 
The rule was filed with the Secretary of State on April 8, 1981 and 
published in their Administrative Rule Bulletin on May +. 398i;-) 


The Commission unanimously adopted a permanent administrative 
rule amending OAR 734-20-075 and OAR 734-20-090 elating to hearsay 
evidence and final decision making in administr-’ ve hearings of the 
Department. A hearing was held on this rule and no one opposed the 
rule. (Administrative Rule No. 146 is on file in the Commission's 
files, Salem. Rule was filed with the Secretary of State on April l, 
1981, and published in the Administrative Rule Bulletin on April 15, 
1981.) 


Mr. Coulter asked for the Commission's adoption of a 
resolution eliminating a remnant of the original Cascade Highway 
lying just southerly of the Gladstone Interchange on the west side 
of 1-205 in Clackamas County. By reason of construction and opening 
to travel of the Lake Road Interchange-Clackamas River Section of 
the East Portland Freeway, a portion of the right of way of the old 
Cascade Highway is no longer needed for highway right of way purposes. 


March 25, 1981 


Mr. Boyd explained the resolution to the Commission. The Commission 
unanimously adopted "Abandonment Resolution No. 601" which resolution 
is on file in the Commission's files, Salem. 


Mr. Howard Pergament from Coos Bay appeared on behalf of 
himself and Representative Grannell. Representative Grannell felt 
that the day use entry fees will set a precedent. Mr. Pergament 
said he felt the entry fee at Shore Acres State Park will hurt the 
recreational and tourist trade. He felt that the public will park 
along the highway as there are many accesses to the Park and this 


will be very difficult to control. The Commission thanked him for 
his interest. 


The meeting was adjourned at 11:45 a.m. 


The Commission at noon had an informal luncheon meeting 
with Representative Jane Cease, Chairperson, House Transportation 


Committee, in Room 135 of the Transportation Building concerning 
highway financing.

The Commission confirmed the next meeting date of Tuesday, 
May 19, 1981, in Salem and set the following meeting date for Thurs- 
day, June 18, 1981, in Salem. 


Mr. Klaboe asked for the Commission's approval to submit 
to the Joint Ways and Means Committee of the Legislature the pro- 
posal to reclassify three positions in Central Services and one 
position in the Aeronautics Division and to abolish one position 
in Central Services. The ODOT Personnel Office and the Executive 
Department's Personnel Division approves these reclassifications 
in principle. The Commission unanimously approved the request. 
(See proposal request in a letter to the Commission dated April 17, 
1981, from Mr. Klaboe. ) 


Mr. Klaboe introduced Mr. Dale Wilken, the Federal Highway 
Division Administrator, who replaced Glen Green. Mr. Wilken pre- 
sented two 1980 awards for excellence in design of highways to the 
Commission and to the Department as follows: 


1) Second Place Award in Intermodal Facilities Category, 
Park and Ride Station in southwest Portland located 
at the intersection of I-5 and 99W, Multnomah County. 

(Continued) 
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Third Place Award in Environmental Preservation and 
Enhancement Category, special design criteria and 
construction requirements for eight miles of U.S. 
Route 395 adjacent to Lake Abert in Lake County in 
order to preserve archaelogical resources. 


Mr. Burket presented to the Commission for adoption an 
administrative rule on "Rates and Fees for State Owned Airports" for 
use of the various facilities on these airports. He said since 1977 
the Aeronautics Division has been operating under rates and fees 
adopted by the Commission in general principle. He commented that 
these need to be updated to today's conditions and adopted by the 
Commission as an administrative rule. He said a heariny was held 
on this subject on January 4, 1981, and all comments have been con- 
sidered in the final rule. The Commission unanimously adopted "Aero- 
natics Rule No. 5", a copy of which is on file in the Commission's 
files in Salem. 


Mr. Talbot explained that a law adopted by the last Legis- 
lature on State park master plans requires the Administrator of the 
Parks and Recreation Division to adopt rules which establish a master 
plan to be followed in the development and use of each State park. 

He said to implement this directive master plan documents have been 
prepared for 23 State parks which include an assessment of resources, 
land use and development plans, and a determination of the capacity 

for the public use and enjoyment. He said this rule is ready for 
formal adoption and he asked if the Commission had any questions or 
concerns. A public hearing was held on January 15, 1981, and all the 
master plans have been approved by the State Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Committee. The Commission unanimously concurred in his 
adopting the rule. ("State Parks Rule No. 49" on file in Commission's 
files, Salem. This rule was adopted by the Parks Administrator on 
April 20, 1981, following the Commission meeting; filed with the Secre- 
tary of State on April 24, 1981, and effective that date; and published 
in the Administrative Rule Bulletin on May 15, 1981.) 


Mr. Talbot presented to the Commission the Final Report of 
the Deschutes River Scenic Waterway Task Force Study. He said that 
in August of 1980 the Governor had appointed a 17-member Citizen Task 
Force to look into the management issues and alternatives relating to 
the Deschutes River. Hearings were held and there was considerable 
testimony against the development of a permit system similar to the 
one on the Rogue River. The Task Force Report reflected that the 
Deschutes River should be managed as a recreational river, better 
facilities and higher level of enforcement of existing river user 
rules were needed, and more information on how to use the river and 
its adjacent lands properly. The Task Force recommended legislation 
to institute a user fee for boaters utilizing the river. (Copy of 
Report on file in Commission's files, Salem.) He said this Report 
was for the Commission's information and no action was necessary. 
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Mr. Talbot than explained that every five years the Division 
conducts a survey of visitors to Oregon State Parks. He said most 
users are satisfied with the Park's program but some suggested a more 
aggressive approach in the enforcement of Park rules. if the present 
legislation is passed, some Park employees would have the power to 
issue citations in parks. (Copy of 1980 Parks Visitor Survey Summary 
Report on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 


Mr. Coulter presented to the Commission two administrative 
rules concerning the selection of consultants. One rule is for the 
selection of consultants to the Highway Division and making and ad- 
ministering agreements and supplements thereto. The other rule to 
be used by the Department of Transportation is for the selection and 
hiring of consultants. Mr. Coulter said a joint hearing was held on 
April 14, 1981, and no testimony or written comments were received. 
The rules have been modified to reflect changes in the organization 
and to reflect the Department's new Minority Business Enterprise 
policies. The Commission unanimously adopted the two administrative 
rules for the Highway Division and the Department of Transportation. 
("Administrative Rule No. 83A" pertains to the Highway Division and 
"Administrative Rule No. 83B" pertains to the Department of Transpor- 
tation. Both rules were filed with the Secretary of State on April 21, 
1981, and effective on that date. The rules were published in the 


Secretary of State's Administrative Rule Bulletin on May 15, 1981.) 


Mr. Coulter said he had responded to the Oregon Coast 
Association's concerns which were expressed at the last Commission 
meeting. They had asked about the status of the Nehalem Bridge. He 
said it is currently on the schedule for bids to be opened this Fall. 
The Association had asked that a flashing light be placed at the end 
of the bridge. Mr. Coulter said an investigation had been completed 
and as a safety improvement project a flashing light would be installed, 
the illumination would be improved and modification would be made to 
the roadside delineators. 


In response to Commissioner Coleman's question concerning 
the installation of the scramble phase at the intersection of Center 
and High Streets in Salem, Mr. L. E. George said the test would go 
into effect on April 27, 1981. 


Mr. Sollis explained the activities of the Legal Section in 
collecting claims generated through accidents which damage the Depart- 
ment's facilities. Assistant Attorney General Dale Hormann has done 
an excellent job and has collected more than $140,000 in a three-month 
period. Chairman Yturri complimented the Legal Section for their per- 
formance. 
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A delegation appeared before the Commission from the Oregon 
Coast Association concerning Highway 20 as follows: Mary Nickell, 
Ed Cutler, Sonia Cooper, Dave Cooper, Max Thompson, Ed Savage, Sweet 
Home; R. G. Jones, Albany; Representative Max Rijken, Newport; and 
Representative Liz Van Leeuwen, Halsey. 


Mr. Ed Cutler, Highway 20 Committee, asked the Commission 
to give priority to improve Highway 20 from Newport to Bend (from sea 
to ski) - a total of 96 miles. He explained the need for this improve- 
ment from the standpoint of safety, tourism and commerce. He pointed 
out that the highway serves saw mills, veneer plants and plywood plants 
all along its length - and that improvement is needed and necessary. 
Mr. Cutler was critical of the Department's performance in making improve- 
ments to Highway 20. He expressed the feeling that there was a lack of 
communication, the Department was not working with them and that necessary 
improvements were not being identified, developed and prioritized so that 
when money was available, improvements could be made. 

Chairman Yturri stated that the staff from the Department 
would be available at any time to work with them, attend meetings and 
anything else within reason, if they would make their wishes known. 


Vice Chairman Walsh stated it would be helpful if the dele- 
gation could prioritize their projects on Highway 20. 

Mr. Dave Cooper, Linn County Commissioner, commented that 
the Vail Creek-Sweet Home Section Project had slipped on the Six 
Year Program. He pointed out the high traffic hazard which exists at 
a point called "The Narrows" which is near Sweet Home, and he felt it 
should have a high priority. 


Chairman Yturri explained that the original Six Year Plan is 
no longer a Six Year Plan but will be extended to perhaps eight to ten 
years. He referred to declining revenues and noted that there are changes 
in the Federal funding which are being proposed by the Reagan Administration. 
The Department is doing its best to effectively utilize the present re- 
sources and is trying to divide the funds and jobs in the fairest way 
possible. 


Mr. Ed Savage, Sweet Home Police Department, stated that he operates 
an ambulance in that area. The eight miles of Highway 20 (between Sweet 
Home City Limits and the four laning at Vail Creek) has unlimited access 
with very narrow shoulders and it is difficult to operate an ambulance 
as an emergency vehicle. 


Representative Rijken called attention to the importance of 
improving Highway 20 in connection with the economic development of 
the area. He urged that Highway 20 be given high priority. 


Representative Van Leeuwen referred to a letter to the 


Commission dated April 15, 1981, from the Legislators whose districts 
are along Highway 20, which states that future Federal funds, matched 
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with State funds, should be used in a way that recognizes Highway 20 

as the major east-west route in the State. She was particularly 
critical of the fact that right-of-way was acquired for the Vail Creek- 
Sweet Home Project and in doing so had displaced People and businesses; 
but had failed to go on and make the improvemen“s to the highway. 
The Chairman thanked the delegation for their presentation. 
The meeting was adjourned at

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Case¢g Filed by and Against the Department of Transportation: 


L-7967 Leona M. Boyles v. Don Owen et al: This case 
arises out of an accident that occurred on January 20, 
1980 in which plaintiff was a passenger in a motor ve- 
hicle owned by defendant Northwest Wrestling, Ine., and 
which was operated by Dwain Everett Boyles. The acci- 
dent occurred on I-80N, now known as I-84, at m.p. 
95.8, in Wasco County. Several other vehicles spun out 
on the highway and the vehicle in which plaintiff was 
the passenger in collided with the other vehicles. The 
allegations of negligence against the State relate to 
the failure of the State to sand the highway or post 
notice of the alleged icy conditions. The plaintiff is 
seeking $311,517.11 in damages. The matter has been 
referred to the Attorney General's office for the de- 
fense of the State. 


L-7969 Garwin J. Tomlin et al v. Terry E. Burroughs et 
al. This case arises out of an accident that occurred 
on May 15, 1980 in which Garwin Tomlin was a driver and 
Lauren Tomlin and Bradford J. Larkins were passengers 
in an automobile which collided with another automobile 
operated by Burroughs at the intersection of N.E. 201st 
Avenue on Sandy Blvd. in Multnomah County. The alleged 
negligence of the State is the failure to mow grass ob- 
Scurring the southwest corner of the intersection. The 
plaintiff's are seeking a total of $65,214.00 in dam- 
ages. The matter has been referred to the Attorney 
General's office for the defense of the State. 


L-~7971 Argo Investment Corp. v. State of Oregon and 
the City of Salem: This lawsuit was brought by a 
property owner alleging that his property situated in 
Block 50 of the City of Salem, Marion County, has been 
land-locked by the construction of a curb across from 
what he considered to be a public street and the re- 
striction of access from his property to the public 
Street. The action brought on the basis of statutory 
authority for landlocking property. The plaintiff is 
seeking $100,000.00 in damages and the matter has been 
referred to the Attorney General's office for the de- 
fense of the State. 


L-7972 Pioneer Trust Co. v. State of Oregon and the 

City of Salem: This an inverse condemnation case in 
which the plaintiff is claiming that the State ana City 
were responsible for the closing of Center Street at 
the westerly edge of blocks 50 and 51 in Marion County. 
Therefore, damaging property of the plaintiff located 
in blocks 50 and 51. Tne plaintiff is seeking 
$200,000.00 in damages. The matter has been referred 
to the Attorney General's office for the defense of the 
State. 


L-7977_ Joseph H. Scovell, personal representative of 
the Estate of Roy Horace Scovell, deceased v. TRK 
Trans, Inc. and Charles Glenn Robbins, defendants and 
TRK Trans, third party plaintiff v. State of Oregon, 
Highway Division: This lawsuit arises out of an acci- 
dent that occurred on November 26, 1979 in which the 
defendant, Charles Robbins, was driving a truck on 
Highway 26 at milepost 11.2, approximately 15 miles 
east of Seaside, Clatsop County, and allegedly lost 
control and ran over plaintiff's decedent, who was a 
pedestrian. The defendant has alleged negligence 
against the truck driver in not driving in a safe and 
prudent manner. TRK Trans Inc., the owner of the 
truck, has named the State of Oregon as the third party 
defendant alleging that the State was responsible for 
the accident because of their negligence in the failure 
to warn motorists of the icy conditions at the time the 
accident occurred. 


L-7978 Joni Moulton, by James Moulton, guardian at 
litem v. State of Oregon, by and through its De- 


partment of Transportation, Highway Division: This 

case involves an accident that occurred on April 5, 
1979 on Highway 395 in Grant County. The complaint 
alleges that plaintiff was riding in an automobile 
driven by her sister and that the automobile struck a 
large hole and adjacent frost heave caused the acci- 
dent. The State is charged with negligence in failing 
to warn motorists of the dangerous condition on the 
highway or to properly sign the area indicating hazard- 
ous driving conditions. The plaintiff is secking 
$15,192.00 in damages. The matter has been referred to 
the Attorney General's office for the defense of the 
State.

Mr. Klaboe commented that the agreement with Ron Linton 
will expire on June 30, 1981. Mr. Linton represents Oregon in 
Washington, D. C. concerning Federal legislation. He recommended 
that his agreement be extended for an additional year at a cost 
of $2,000 per month plus expenses dependent on the budget being 
approved by the Ways and Means Committee. The Commission unani- 
mously approved the consultant agreement and authorized Mr. Klaboe 
to sign the necessary documents. 


A reso.ution endorsing the conclusions on the Portland- 
Vancouver Interstate Transportation Bi-State Task Force had been 
previously mailed to the Commission. Mr. Klaboe recalled that in 
February 1980 Governor Atiyeh of Oregon and Governor Ray of Washington 
established a Bi-State Task Force to further "policy level cooperation 
in addressing the interstate transportation needs in the Portland- 
Vancouver metropolitan region." He said the Task Force has concluded 
its work and has requested that the policy bodies of all participating 
agencies adopt its findings. Essentially, the Task Force has con- 
cluded that a third highway bridge is not required in the foreseeable 
future and that the implementation of current higanway proposals and 
transit, along with other lower cost improvements, will meet the trans- 
portation needs in the Portland-Vancouver corridor. The Commission 
unanimously adopted the resolution. (Copy of "Miscellaneous Resolution 
No. 268" on file in Commission's files, Salem.) 


Mr. Klaboe said the Local Rail Service Assistance Funds 
from the Federal Railroad Administration have become available. He 
requested approval to apply for these funds in the amount of $1,165,823 
to improve the following three projects: 


a) City of Prineville Railway $509,742 - the installation 
of used 100 pound rail and related hardware on four 
segments of track, totaling 4.6 miles. 
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Port of Tillamook Bay Railroad $304,002 - the replace- 
ment of ties on the Trask River Bridge and the main 
track from Tillamook to the industrial park. The 

3.8 mile segment will also be resurfaced. 


Willamina and Grande Ronde Railroad $296,564 - the 
installation of used 90 pound rail and related hard- 
ware on two segments of track, totaling 3.6 miles. 


Mr. Klaboe said no State Funds will be used in the projects. It will 
be 75% Federal Funds and 25% Local Match. The Department will re- 
ceive up to 5% for administration of the grant. The Commission unani- 
mously granted authority to apply for the above funds. 


The Commission confirmed the next meeting date for Thursday, 
June 18, 1981, in Salem and tentatively set the following date for 
Tuesday, July 21, 1981, in Salem. 


Mr. Don Shaffer gave a report on the track event which 
was a part of the National Transportation Week celebration. He said 
more than 50 employees participated, including Vice Chairman Walsh, 
in the 10-kilometer run over the approved course. Ten female employees 


also participated. The best 5 times will be matched with other States 


Who hold similar events. He presented to Vice Chairman Walsh a cer- 


tificate commemorating his participation in the event. The Commission 
complimented Mr. Shaffer for his efforts. 


Mr. Moore stated that the Division has received a capital 
grant request from the Rogue Valley Transportation District to allow 
the District to perform most of its own bus maintenance and operation 
functions. The purpose of the grant would be to purchase essential 
tools and equipment. This would be a one-time request for $38,000 
(Federal Funds $30,400 and Local Funds $7,200) that would be handled 
as an extension of the current grant agreement. The Commission unani- 
mously approved the request. 


Mr. Talbot presented the following two amendments to Dele- 
gation Order Number 26 which grants authority to him as State Parks 
Administrator: 


Paragraph 30 is hereby added to Oregon Transporation 
Commission Delegation Order Number 26 to read as follows: 


30) Take all steps necessary, either personally or 
through the Administrator's designate, to administer 
and submit to the Land Conservation and Development 
Commission proposals or plans to alter the Depart- 
ment's Willamette River Greenway Plan or any segment 
thereof. 


(Cont inued) 
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Paragraph 31 is hereby added to Oregon Transportation 
Commission Delegation Order Number 26 to read as follows: 


31) Approve and execute agreements with organizations, 
landowners, Federal agencies, other State agencies 
and local governments pursuant to carrying out the 
Department's responsibilities for scenic waterway 
Management under ORS 390.805 to 390.925 and rules 
adopted pursuant thereto. 


The Commission unanimously approved the two amendments. 


Mr. Coulter said as a follow-up to the workshop at the 
April 20, 1981, Commission meeting, he had sent to the Commission 
on May 11, 1981, the proposal procedures for updating the Six-Year 
Highway Improvement Program. (Copy on file in Commission's files, 
Salem.) The letter also recommended projects for deferral and 
retention in the Six Year Program. He said there are indications 
that by the end of the construction season there may be a surplus 
of employees. He mentioned the availability of Federal funds and 
the current legislative process. He asked for the Commission's 
guidance on the procedures for updating the Six Year Program. The 
Commission unanimously approved the process as outlined in Mr. 
Coulter's letter of May 11, 1981. Mr. Coulter said a draft of the 
program would be put together for review at the July meeting, public 
review of the draft in August, and Commission review in September. 
At that time, an opportunity for the public to express their views 
to the Commission would be given and modifications would be made to 
the program with the Commission's adoption to occur at the following 
meeting. 


Mr. Coulter explained that the scramble system at Center 
and High Streets in Salem had begun on April 27th and will end about 
May 29th. Mr. Coulter mentioned that traffic had backed up but less 
than anticipated. The results will be carefully analyzed by the State 
and the City of Salem and on the basis of the analysis, a recommendation 
to the Commission will be made. 


Mr. Coulter briefly reported on the happenings during 
National Transportation Week, which was celebrated throughout the 
United States between May 10 and May 16. The Department made public 
presentations in each of the regions. These consisted of displays 
and demonstrations all attempting to acquaint the public with the 
activities and services of the Transportation agencies. More than 
32,000 Oregonians viewed the exhibits, which were in shopping centers 
throughout the State. An employee photo contest was part of the pro- 
gram and the photos were on display in the Conference Room in Salem. 


May 19, 1981 


Two retired employees, Leonard Lindas, formerly the Chief 
Counsel, and Cecil Head, formerly the Secretary to the Commission, 
were present as visitors at the meeting. Chairman Yturri thanked 
them for coming. 


Commissioner Michael Hollern whose term expires June 30, 
1981, has served the Commission for six years. He stated this will 
be his last meeting as he will be unable to attend the June meeting. 
He delivered some parting comments which are summarized as follows: 


1) He appreciated the experience of having served as 
a Commissioner. 


2) He complimented the staff for their competent and 
effective leadership, particularly Fred Klaboe. 


3) He felt perhaps one of the shortcomings of the Department 


and the Commission was the inability to predict or project problems. 


4) He felt the Commission had not reacted to its basic 
charter of creating a multi-modal transportation system for the 
State. He recognized, however, that this may be impossible be- 
cause of the financial and economic changes and the legislative 
dealings. 


5) He felt a better job could be done with contingency 
planning, particularly in regard to scarcer and more expensive 
energy- 


6) He felt that the needs of the Department have not 
been adequately presented to the public. "Obviously, we have failed 
in virtually all of our efforts with the voters over the last six 
years." 


7) He thanked the Commissioners , the staff and all the 
other people he worked with - "Because I truly feel that I have 
gained a great deal more from this whole experience than I have 
given. 1 really cherish the friendships and the relationships that 
I have developed over these years."

This case was tried in Multnomah County beginning on February 
10, 1981 and continuing through February 27, 1981. Tne verdict 
was $110,000 for the plaintiff and against the State on its 
counterclaim. The trial judge was Phillip J. Roth. This was the 


first case tried by this particular jury which consisted of ten 
women and two men. 


This case arose from a contract dispute involving the main- 
tenance painting of the Harrisburg Bridge on Old Pacific Highway, 
99-f. The contract required the plaintiff contractor to 
sandblast all steel surfaces to a "commercial blast." The 
contract adopted the Steel Structural Painting Counsel's (SSPC) 
definition of commercial blast. The paint system with a five- 
coat red lead system. Fach coat was to be measured prior to the 
application of the succeeding coat. The thicknesses of prior 
coats was not to be considered: in the succeeding measurements- 


Sunset Coatings (Sunset) completed approximately one-half of 
the work. Sunset complained that it had spent:all of the money 
projected for the project in completing the first half of the 
work. Sunset complained that it was required to sand blast 
beyond the specifications to a "near-white" or "white" sandblast. 
Sunset further complained that it was required to apply quan- 
tities of paint exceeding contract requirements. After meetings 
with the State, Sunset refused to return to the job and ‘the State 
terminated the contract. 


Bids were taken for the completion of the work. The low 
bidder bid $170,000. The State had an engineer's estimate of 
$108,700 to complete the work but rejected the bids as being too 
high. A bridge maintenance crew was assigned to the completion 
of the painting work. The crew was experienced with sandblasting 
and painting but had not previously cleaned and painted an entire 
bridge. The State was also organizing a new four-man paint crew 
to work in the Astoria area. That crew was also assigned to 
Harrisburg for training purposes. As a.result, the job was 
overstaffed and inefficiencies resulted. After deducting $40,000 
for the training of the Astoria crew, it cost the State approxi- 
mately $200,000 to complete the work. The cost-overrun proved to 
be very embarrassing at trial time and contributed to the adverse 
verdict. The plaintiff argued that it cost Sunset twice as much 
as estimated to paint its half of the bridge, and that the State 
also spent twice its estimate for its half. 


Plaintiff's principal points at trial were 


(1) The State's inspector was inexperienced and very rigid 
in his inspection practices and that he had required per formance 
beyond the specifications.

(2) That the contract was ambigious and didn't require 
measurement of each coat prior to the application of the next 
coat. Sunset claimed that as a4 result, they were required to put 
on about twice as much paint as required by the specifications. 


This was the first paint inspection job for the State's 
inspector. He is a capable young man who had worked for the 
Department about seven years, performing various duties including 
the inspection of other types of materials and contractor 
performances: He had also worked in. the State's material lab, 
but had non-paint related duties. 

Prior to his employment by the State, he had had five-years' 
experience as 4a quality control inspector with a chemical company 
that served the space program. His paint inspection experiences 
came from a two-day course conducted by the State's very 
experienced chief inspector. He also had numerous discussions 
with the chief inspector during the time this job was being set 


up- 


The resident engineer had a broad general experience mostly 
as a bridge resident engineer and had some experience with bridge 
painting several years prior to this job. The region maintenance 
engineer had also little experience with bridge maintenance 
painting. Roth engineers are very capable and for practical 
purposes, the relative lack of direct experience with bridge 
maintenance painting had little to do with the problems on the 
job. However, the plaintiff scored some points in this area, and 
probably convinced the jury that we had not properly supervised 


an inexperienced employee: 


The Harrisburg Bridge was very difficult to sandblast and 
paint because of the nature of 1ts construction. Sunset did in 
fact achieve a near-white sandblast in numerous areas. In fact, 
the contractor was advised by the chief inspector on 4 trip to 
the job that some of the areas were beyond the requirements by 
the State. We testified through staff people and a consultant 
that on this type of bridge when the difficult areas are 
sandblasted to a commercial blast finish, it is almost inevitable 
that some adjacent areas are blasted to a "near-white" finish. 
Our testimony was that the inspection was rigid but not beyond 
specifications. 


The issues involving the application of the paint were the 
most difficult at trial. bach coat required a one and one-half 
mil minimum thickness. Seven and one-half mils 1S 4 theoretical 
but not practical minimum under the specifications. Where the 
contractor applied five coats, the milage ranged from 12 to 18 
mils.

The court ruled that the paint measurement specifications 
were ambigious and allowed the plaintiff to present testimony 
that custom and usage dictated only two measurements of the 
paint, the first after the application of the three base coats, 
and second, after the application of the two finish coats. The 
court then allowed testimony that the State on a subsequent job 
had revised the specifications to provide for only two measure- 
ments in a five-coat system. The court also allowed another 
contractor to testify to a meeting hetween the State engineers 
and several contractors from the painting industry. The contrac~ 
tors at that meeting had severely criticized the State's specifi- 
cations and had labeled them unfair to the contractors. In my 
opinion, the specifications were not ambigious and the testimony 
of custom and usage should not have been allowed in evidence. 
That testimony was very prejudicial to the State. 


The court also allowed in evidence through Sunset's owner a 
booklet published by the Painting and Decorator's Counsel of 
America. That publication had a section on sand blasting that 
stated that it was twice as expensive to achieve a "near-white" 
blast as compared to a "commercial blast." That publication was 
hearsay and was admitted as direct evidence, rather than for 
impeachment purposes. Moreover, the blasting standards in the 


publication were never tied into the blasting specifications in 
the contract. 


Unfortunateiy, the State in completing the painting encoun- 
tered many of the same problems that the contractor did. The 
"near-white”"” blast was obtained in many of the areas on the 
bridge. The State also had a paint build-up in applying the five 
coats that almost equaled the 12-18 mils achieved by the 
contractor. We used the same inspector and the same 
specifications. 


There was some friction between the paint foreman of the 
Astoria crew, who had been a paint inspector for 15 or 20 years, 
and the paint inspector. The plaintiff's last rebuttal witness 
was the president of the company who had submitted the $170,900 
low bid for the completion of the painting work. He testified 
among other things that the Astoria crew foreman had told him 
that the State was aetting a "white blast" and was overrunning 
costs and that he was lucky that he did not get the job because 
the State's inspector "would have broken him." The foreman 
denied making the last statement. A diary entry confirmed the 
first two statements. 
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There were numerous sub-issues involved in the trial. The 
issues outlined above are probably the cause of the adverse ver- 
dict against, the State. In my opinion, the trial judge committed 
reversible error in his handling of the case. The principal 
error was the court's ruling that the paint measurement specifi- 
cations were ambigious.- The evidence (garbage) admitted over 
strenuous and continuous objection to explain the ambiguity was 
most damaging and prejudicial. Allowing the painters and decora~ 
tors counsel's publication in evidence was also a substantial 
error. In addition, the court committed several errors in 
instructing the jury as to the law. 


A basic position of the State was that Sunset wrong fully 
abandoned the work and that the jury had to find that the State 
breached its contract prior to the abandonment before Sunset 
could recover: The court instructed on three or four of 
plaintiff's theories. one quantum merit theory allowed recovery 
without a Finding that the State had preached its contract. I 
recommend that the State appeal the case. The notice should pro- 
vide for a full transcript of the testimony. There were multiple 
objections to testimony that would probably reveal other assign- 
ments of error on evidentiary grounds. 


Finally, I! think the State would have 42 substantial chance of 
a much improved verdict on retrial. It would be aifficult to 
duplicate the adverse circumstances encountered in this case. 
First, if the Court of Appeals rules that the contract terms are 
not ambigious, much of the most adverse testimony would be 
eliminated. It is also very likely that 4 more balanced jury 
would be obtained, hopefully with a few other trials behind them 
prior to judging this one. Moreover, it is doubtful on retrial 
that the trial judge will be arrested for assaulting his wife and 


his wife's boyfriend during the middle of the trial. 


The above report sets out the unfavorable elements that 
substantially contributed to the adverse verdict. The facts are 
not all adverse. Sunset Coatings had been in business only four 
or five years: Sunset Coatings had not had experience with the 
State of Oregon's specifications and with the complete blasting 
and repainting of a bridge of this type Most of their 
experience was in the State of Washington with different blasting 
specifications on "spot-blast™ jobs where only portions of the 
old paint are removed and recoated. The 23 year old son of the 
owner who was the job foreman had not had experience with this 
type of system. In my opinion, the verdict should be much lower 
on retrial, and with a few breaks the State could prevail on its 


counterclaim.

Fred Miller gave an update on the budgets being considered 
by the Legislature. The Aeronautics and Motor Vehicles Division's 
budgets have been approved and signed by the Governor. The other 
four budgets are approaching the final Stages. The anticipated 10% 
legislative cut for general fund portions will very likely become a 
reality. 


Mr. Bell reported on the progress and status of various 
bills which are of importance to the Department. 


1) HB 3237 and HB 3241 - these are revenue bills and would 
increase the gasoline tax and weight mile tax. Both 
are in House Revenue Committee and are scheduled for a 
floor vote on July 6. The prospect for final passage 
is excellent. 


Senate Bill 101, creating the Department of Travel and 
Cultural Industries, is scheduled for a work session 
on June 23. He felt the issue now seems to be to not 
create a separate Department but create a Division 

of Tourism in ODOT or a Division of Tourism in Economic 
Development. He felt one of those options will come 
out of that Committee. 


There are 2 local option bills (HB 3069 and HB 2937) 
which would allow gasoline tax levies at a county level. 
The Committee appears to be opposed to passage. 


The Parks personnel citation authority bill (HB 2046) 
has passed the House and is in Senate Transportation 
with subsequent referral to Senate Justice. 


The Crabtree Valley Bill (HB 2297) has passed the 
House and is in Senate Transportation with work 
sessions scheduled. 


HB 3273 requires ODOT to consult with Economic 
Development on transportation planning. The bill is 
in House Transportation. The Chairman felt this would 
delay planning and create a loss in efficiency. 


Chairman Yturri commented that the Commission has taken no 
position on the Crabtree Valley Bill. He said it was a matter initiated 
by the Legislature and the Commission will carry out any programs the 
Legislature passes into law. 
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The Commission confirmed July 21, 1981, as the next meeting 
date. The August date will be set at the July meeting. 


Mr. Moore requested approval for an agreement with Amt rak 
to extend the Willamette Valley Rail Project into the 1981-83 biennium 
and to authorize the Director to execute the necessary documents. He 
explained that the experimental rail passenger project is scheduled 
to run for 18 months but the original contract expires on June 30, 1981. 
He said it is necessary to amend Appendices I and III to extend the 
term of the agreement and to supplement the funding level of the original 
agreement. The amended agreement would obligate the State to a maximum 
of $1,042,000 over a one-year period. He said it is the intent that the 
amended agreement would not be signed by the Director until the Legis- 
lature appropriates the necessary funds. 


The Commission discussed this at great length. Commissioner 
Coleman, who rides the train frequently, was opposed to anything which 
would tend to put the Commission in a position of advocating extension 
of the service beyond the remaining 6 month's period, which would end 
the legislatively approved 18 month's trial period. 


Vice Chairman Walsh wanted to know why an additional 6 month's 
extension period was necessary. Mr. Moore replied that the train's 
ridership now exceeds the goal when all three trains are considered. 


The Governor has money in his budget to carry the program through 
December. 


Commissioner Coleman felt the train was not an economical 
unit as far as fuel saving is concerned. He related that on the train 
from Eugene to Salem that morning the train had carried 5 trainmen 
(2 conductors, l brakeman, 1 engineer and 1 porter). He estimated 
the train carried maybe 50 people as passengers. He said there is 
nothing efficient about the operation and it is very, very costly. 


Commissioner Coleman moved that the request be denied. 
After much discussion, he changed his motion and the Commission 
unanimously voted to approve the request for a 6-month period, which 
will finish out the 18-month experiment, subject to review at that 
time, and authorized the Director to sign the necessary documents. 
Revised Appendix I and Revised Appendix III were later signed by 
the Director on July 1, 1981, with Amtrak (National Railroad Passenger 
Corporation). 


Mr. Miller presented a request for a financial aid to munici- 
palities program grant not to exceed $3,250 to the City of Malin for 
a State-locally funded airport site study and airport layout plan for 
the Malin Airport. The total cost of the project is $6,500 which will 
be accomplished for the City of Malin by a consultant. The Commission 
unanimously approved the request. 


June 18, 1981 


Mr. Talbot presented a request from Melyin Johansen and 
Ted Johansen to place single family dwellings and related buildings 
on their perspective lots within the Rogue River Scenic Waterway in 
Josephine County. He recommended that the Commission approve the 
request subject to stipulations in his letter to the Commission 
dated June 5, 1981. (Copy on file in Commission's files, Salem.) The 
Commission unanimously accepted Mr. Talbot's recommendation. 


The Commission unanimously authorized the State Parks 
Administrator to sign an agreement with the Tualatin Hills Park and 
Recreation District to continue the State's commitment to assist in 
the purchase of the St. Mary's Wood Project near Beaverton in Washington 
County into the 1981-83 biennium at a cost of $500,000, subject to 
Parks' satisfactory review of Exhibit A to the agreement. 


Mr. Talbot presented to the Commission a temporary rule 
for their consideration concerning rules for extraordinary events 
at State Parks. He recalled the Vortex II event at Willamette “Mission 
State Park which was held last year. The Commission unanimously 
adopted the temporary rule. (See "State Parks Rule No. 431" on file 
Commission's files, Salem. Rule filed with the Secretary of State on 
June 26, 1981, and effective that date. Rule will be published in the 
Secretary of State's Administrative Rule Bulletin on July 15, 1981.) 


Mr. Talbot also said that the $1 fee for Park day use is 
now in operation and seems to be working well and not meeting with 
great opposition by the park users. 


Mr. Coulter requested approval of an agreement with Western 
Aerial Corporation for airplane and aerial photography rental for the 
Highway Division covering the fiscal year 1982 in the approximate amount 
of $46,000. This is regular aerial photography work needed in con- 
junction with proposed and construction projects throughout the State. 
As an example, he cited the work of the repairs to the Mt. Hood Highway. 
The Commission voted unanimous approval of the agreement. 


Shirley Eads requested approval to proceed with selection of 
a contract advertising egency to design and place Oregon tourism adver- 
tising and perform other promotion and public relations services. She 
said the staff intends to recommend to the Committee that the propos~l 
request include a provision that the agency securing the contract would 
provide funding in the amount of 10-15% of the contract amount. The 
total cost of the contract will be approximately $750,000. The Commission 
voted unanimous approval. 


Ms. Eads also reported on the tourist flow into the State. 
In general, it is very favorable. 


She also commented on the closure of the Mt. Hood Loop Highway 
due to repairs to Highway 35 caused by the flood in the Polallie Creek 
area south of Hood River. She stated the Department is attempting to

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notify motorists of the closure by news releases and providing maps 
of the alternate route permitting travelers to make a loop of Mt. 
Hood. 


This being Commissioner Coleman's last meeting, he had a 
few parting remarks. (His term of office will end July 1, 1981.) 
He complimented each Division in the Department and the Director 
for their cooperation and competency. He pointed out that the 
Department has done a good job considering that the revenue structure 
had not been increased for several years. He pointed to the near 
completion of the interstate system and the significance of that 
great accomplishment. He was pleased with the progress of the Glenn 
Jackson Bridge. He said that he had seen a great deal of progress in 
the entire Department in the six years he has served as a Commission 
member. 


Commissioner Coleman pointed out the great advantage of the 
white fog lines along the right hand side of the travel lanes, and he 
hoped that all primary and secondary highways could continue to be 
widened to accommodate these fog lines. 


Fred Miller, on behalf of the staff, thanked Commissioner 
Coleman for his interest in the Department and for his support and 
leadership over the years. 


Chairman Yturri thanked Commissioner Coleman on behalf of 
the Commission and for his faithful and dedicated participation over 
the last six years. 


The meeting adjourned at 11:30 a.m.
